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Summary:

The offices of the Capital Collateral Regional Counsel are established in section 27.701 of the
Florida Statutes to provide representation to death row inmates in capital collateral proceedings.
The Governor appoints the capital collateral regional counsels. The bill extends the term of the
capital collateral regional counsels from 3 to 4 years. The bill also strikes the prohibition of
capital collateral regional counsels serving in other state positions for 2 years after vacating the
office. The bill is effective July 1, 2010.

This bill substantially amends s. 27.701, of the Florida Statutes.
